Shaw, of Dundon, Saskatchewan 
They are spending a few days here 
purchasing supplies, ete., for a trip 
inte the Peace River country. 

John Perry is a mining engineer 
whe has been prospecting through 
tre west for the past twelve years. 
Lost yearehe spent most of the sea- 
}son in the country around Fort St. 
}John and states that that section, 
which is over 500 miles north of the 
city, is rich with minerals, particu 
larly galena, copper and iron, and 
jalso showings of silver and gold. 
| Regarding the district’s agricultural 
‘resources he states that the soil and 
climate there is even more favorable 
| for grain and vegetables than it is 
around Edmonton. The farmers have 
je trouble disposing of all their 
grain, the Hudson’s Bay Co. taking 
the entire output. At present the 
company are operating three grist 
mills along the river. 

Mr. Perry states the country is 
thinly settled as yet. The seitlers

She 
was matried to her first husband, 
Sforza, Prince of Pesaro, when she 
was thirteen; Caesar tried to have 
him murdered; the marriage was dis- 
solved, and later Lucresia married 
the man she adored, Alfonso, Prince 
of Aragon. 

“Bhe was 17, and loved her hus 
band passionately. But her brother 
Cavsar again intervened. The yourg 
Alfonso fell at the very feet of the 
pope, piercéd with twenty-two wounds. 
He lived on, however, and his wi'e 
nursed him for weeks. One nig'it 
Caesar Sorgia broke into the sick 
room, forced his sister and. the nurse 
out of it, and strangled the sick man 
with his own hands. Lucrezia took 
refuge in a convent of Dominicen 
nuns whence she emerged to become 
the Duchess of Ferrara.

Gazette contains -new regulations 
adopted to prevent the importation 
of diseased animals, 

The new fegulations cover the im- 
portation of all classes of stock from 
all foreign countries, but the clauses 
of special importance to Alberta are 
those dealing with the importation of 
horses from the United States, — 

During the last few years numbers 
of horses have been brought into 
Western Canada from the south and 
while theré is no doubt that owing 
to the rapid settlement now going 
an and the consequent constant de- 
1,and for ‘a supply of horse flesh, 
these importations are actually re- 
quired, the’ experience of the officers 
cf the department of agriculture, en- 
t: ged in the enforcement of the Ani- 
me) Contagious Diseases Act, has 
shown that it is necessary to impose 
upon this trade certain restrictions 


having for their object the preven- | 


tion of the introduction of contagi- 
ous disease’ South of the interna- 


t:onal boundary the control of ani- | 
inal diseasés ‘is; ‘speaking generally, ‘| 


vested in the various state authori- 
ties and while some of these are mak- 
ing strenuous and intelligent efforts 
to enforce Veterinary sanitary meas- 
ures, the ‘policy followed by many 
others, especially in the west, is, to 
aay the least, very rudimentary and 
ineffective.» 

The avefage western man scarcely 
needs to be told that it is not pos- 
sible to subject ordinary unbroken 
range horses to a careful and®com- 
prehensive inspection. Such animals, 
when placéd ‘under the restraint ne- 
cessary for the safety of the inspec- 
Ch and those co-operating with him, 

‘become, as a rule, so excited as to 
render examination worse than u<e- 
less as a means of determining the 
existence of non-existence of disease, 
while the application of the mallein 
test to such animals is of no practi- 
cal use whatever. 

The prohibition of the intreduction 
of unbroken horses means, in effect, 
that the animals which have hither- 
to composed such importations must 
be broken and rendered gentle be- 
fore, instead of after, their entrance 
to Canada. ‘ at 

The new ‘vegulations will, to a con- 
siderable “extent, protect ptirchasers 
against a misfortune which has be- 
fallen many western farmers, i.e., the 
infection of a valuable stud of. work 
horses by the introduction afiong 
them of one or more of these cheap 
infected bronehos.. Every possible 


precaution has been taken to prevent | 
the regulations from interfering to | 


any serious degree with the importa- 
tion of broken horses. In the case 


of animals imported for commereial | 
purposes the following provisions | 


apply :— 4 

Sec. 33—Horses, mules or asses, 
other than (those comprising part of 
settlers’ effecte, shall be inspected 
and must. be accompanied by: 

(a) A satisfactory certificate of mal- 
lein test dated not more than thirty 

.“ days prior to the date of entry, and 

signed by an inspector of the United 
States bureau of animal industry. 


(b) A similar «certificate from aa | 


reputable veterinarian provided such 
certificate ia, endorsed by an inspec- 
tor of the said bureau of animal in- 
dustry; or 

(c) A similar certifieate from an in- 
spector of the Canadian department 
of agriculture. 

Section 34—When not. so accom- 
panied such horses, mules or asses 
must be submitted to the mallein 
test either-at the quarantine station 
where entry is made, or, under cer- 
tain restrictions, at point of desting- 
tion. 

Section 85—When tested at the 

port of entsy, if any reactors are 
found they ehall be slaughtered with- 
out compensation or defintely mark- 
ed and returned to United States and 
must not again be presented for en- 
try. All horses, mules, or asses in 
the same consignment shall be re- 
turned to the United States, but the 
non-reactore may again be presented 
for entry and further test after the 
lapse of a period of not less than fif- 
teen days from the date of the first 
test, provided that satisfactory evid- 
ence is produesd to the effect that 
they have net during the said Period, 
been in contect with affected animals. 
When tested at destination points, all 
animals reacting to the tes will be 
slaughtered without compensation, 
while those.comprising the rest of the 
shipment will be detained in quar- 
antine until it is shown to the sat- 
isfaction of the veterinary director 
general that they are free from dis- 
ease. 
Tt will be seen that a number of 
alternatives are offered, so as to les- 
sen, as far es may be, the possibility 
of annoyanes, delay or friction. 

Satisfactory arrangements have 
been made with the United States 
burcau of animal industry for the 
granting of certificates referred to in 
paragraphs (a) and (b) of section fo. 
33, while in the case of proposed 
large importations ‘by Canadians, ar-

yeors, and the amount paid in com- 
pensation therefor are decidedly 
startling, they do not begin to convey | 
any idea of the actual losses which 
have been sustained by owners of
